' The street cleaning department of 
Baltimore has been using a weed kill- 
er which In efficiency and promptness 
is nil that can be expected, as is claim- 
ed, though tho owner of a Hock of 
ducks which were allowed to rtiu nt 
large and forage ID the 'gutters of a 
certain section thinks It Is too "kill- 
Ins," since every duckling who came 
In contact with the mixture was de- 
stroyed, to the Indignation of the own- 
er, who claims so dangerous a mixture 
should not be used. The liquid Is de- 
scribed as a mixture of bicarbonate of 
soda and arsenic. A 20 per cent solu- 
tion of tbe two chemicals is diluted
